ELECTION LAW BKPHAIi. 


Bx-Frealdant Harrlaon Talk* on tba 


BUI Bsfor* Ooavr«tia. 


CHICAGO, Oct. 11.—Ex-President Ben- 


jamin Uarrifcon arrived in the city at 0 
o'clock last evening to attend the na- 
tional meeting of the Loyal Legion. 
Over his after-dinner cigar in his room 
at the Urand Pacific hotel, Mr. Harri- 
son chatted freely about the repeal, in 
thy house of representative« to-day, of 
tbc federal election bill. 


"We are sowing tlie seed of discord", 


he said, "in the breaking away from 
the national election law. The people 
ff this country will not submit to the 
choice of their officials bv the dicebox 
or the juggler's hat. Above all things 
wo must have pure elections. I did in 
messages to congress say nearly all 
that could be said upon this necessity. 
Federal elections must be above sus- 
picion of fraud or taint. Citizens will 
not refepectofficialb whose selection are 
questioned or known to have been se- 
cured by palpable and open fraud. 


"I believe that every citizen should 


be protected in his right of suffrage 
to the extent of being 
permitted 


to vote his political preference and to 
have his vote counted as cast If the 
present federal election law is re- 
pealed by congress, all federal control 
and supervision of the election of the 
national officers is withdrawn and local 
sentiment and local laws will govern 
Ruch elections. I am not partial to any 
federal election law, except that that 
law should provide for some judicial 
method of inquiry. 


"That the colored vote in the south 


Is suppressed or counted out IR a no- 
torious fact. Take, for instance, the 
state of Tennessee. Had 1 received as 
many votes in the five black counties 
in West Tennessee fn 1888 as Mr, Itlaine 
received in the same counties in 1884, I 
would have secured the electoral vote 
of Tennessee by a majority of 5,000 or 
6,000. The frauds in that section wore 
so palpable that the district attorney 
had many of the election officers in- 
dicted before the federal conrtftt 
Mem- 


phis. 


"In honest elections consists our na- 


tionrrl safety, and we cannot tolerate 
fraud without paying a bitter price in 
the end."

Bloody Blot In Hamburg Against 


Sanitary Regulations 


FOR THE PREVENTION OF CHOLERA. 


Two 
Officoie 
Brutally Kicked and 


Stamped to Death—Charged and 


Dispctted by the Military—Sev- 


•ral of the Rioters Arrested. 


HAMBUBO, Oct. 11.—Another fatal 


riot occurred. Monday night in St 
Puuli, a sobnrt of this city, growing 
out of tho attempts of the sanitary offi- 
cers to enforce the regulations for the 
prevention ol the spread of cholera. 
As in the previous riot vjhen a police- 
man was brutally kicked and stamped 
to death, the scene of last night's 
trouble was in one of the districts of 
the village inhabited entirely by the 
poor and ignorant classes, who seem to 
have a horror of being competed to 
observe cleanliness and the ordinary 
sanitary regulation!. When the sani- 
tary officers attempted to put extraor- 
dinary regulations in force trouble at 
once resulted. The sanitary officers 
were ao'oompanled by a number of po- 
licemen, but the presence of the latter 
had no dotorant effect upon the mob 
that quickly gathered when it became 
known what the sanitary officers were 
about. The mob made a descent upon 
the polioe, stoning them and using 
clubs. Th* poUoelnen were unable to 
quell the rioting—in fact, they conld 
make no attwnpt to do so, being com- 
peled to fight desperately to protect 
themselves from the fury of the riot- 
tors. While some of the mob thus en- 
gaged the police, others devoted them- 
selves to a furious onslaught upon the 
sanitary officers. One of the latter 
was captured by the mob. Bis com- 
panions could make no attempt to res- 
cue him as they had all they oould do 
to defend themselves. The officer in 
the hands of the mob was struck on 
the head with a large stone and 
knocked to the ground. Then tho mob 
jumped on htm and kicked him about 
the head and body until life was ex- 
tinct. In the meantime the crowd had 
succeeded in knocking down a police- 
man, and ha, too, soon met hU death, 
the rioters, with fiendish delight, kick- 
ing his face until it was a pulp. Even 
after he was dead some of the mob 


need upon his body. 
The fight was raging desperately, 


with the odds in favor of the mob, 
when a detachment ot troops, which 
had been hastily dispatched to the 
scone, arrived. The officer in command 
of the troops ordered the mob to dis- 
perse, but they paid no attention to 
the command and continued their at- 
tack upon tho pAicemon and sanitary 
officers. 
An order was given for the 


troops to fbt bayonets, and when the 
gleaming steal blades were fastened to 
the muzzles of the rifles the soldiers 
were ordered to charge the mob. 
With bayonets lowered they moved 
forward on the double-quick, and the 
rioters, seaing the bristling waif of 
eteal advancing upon them, attempted 
to alsperse in short order. They ran 
in every direction save in the direction 
of the troops and disappeared in alley- 
ways and the doorways of the tumble- 
down tenements with which the dis- 
trict is filled. Many of them, how- 
ever, were not quick enough to oscapo 
the police, who be^an to chase them 
the moment they saw tin- crowd be- 
ginning to break up 
At least a dozen 


of tbc mob were arrested. Tho bodies 
of the policeman anil tho sanitary offi- 
cer were taken to the police station.

October Returns to the Statlattcan of 


tha Department of Agriculture. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 11.—The October 


returns to the btatistieanoE the depart- 
ment of agriculture'make the general 
condition of corn 55.1 against 70.7 for 
,ast month and 79.8 for October 1892. 
This falling off in condition is the re- 
sult of tho continued drought which 
las prevailed since June and was not 
broken In the corn belt until tbe latter 
end of September. The drought was 
most severe in the principal corn-pro- 
ducing «tate%. The averages of condi- 
tion in these states are as follows: 
Ohio 70, Indiana 61, Illinois DO, Iowa 
A3, Missouri 89, Kansas 01, Nebraska 05. 


Tho returns of yield per acre of 


wheat indicate a production of about

bushels, being 1.7 bushels less than 


last October's estimate. The rate of 
yield in New York is 14.5 bushels; 
Pennsylvania, 14; Ohio, IS; Indiana, 14; 
Illinois, 15.4; Wisconsin, 13.5; Minnc- 
bota, 10.1; Iowa, 11.5; Missouri, 9.5; 
Kansas, 8 4; Nebraska, 8 7; South Da- 
kota, 8 0; North Dakota, 9.5; California, 
11 a. The highest rate of yield is in 
the New England, eastern, extreme 
western and mountain states, and low- 
est in the the central west and south-

tion and growth, the severe winter 
following causing considerable winter 
killing. The low condition in many 
states is the result of tire dry spring. 
The yield would have been much less 
had not much of the worthless wheat 
been plowed up and the ground put in 
other grains. The quality in the east- 
ern, southern and Pacific states is up 
to an average, while the states from 
which the commercial supplies are ob- 
tained is below an avtroge. 
The 


states reporting the lowest average as 
to quality are: Kentucky, 80; Illinois, 
SO; Wisconsin, 85; Iowa, 88; Missouri, 
73; Kansas, 75; Nebraska, S4. 


The average yield of oats, consoli- 


dated, is "> 5 bushels, against 34.3 last 
year. The last report of condition was 
74 0, against 78.9 for the same month 
last year. 


The average of the estimated state 


yields of rye is 13.3, against 12.7 last 
year. 


Tlie average yield of barley is 21.7, 


•gainst 23.7 last year. 


The condition of buckwheat i» 78.5,

The condition of potatoes is given at 


71.3, a loss of only six-tenths of a point 
since last report. But three October

financier, last week gave out a review of 
the business situation which was pub- 
lished in all the daily papers on Satur- 
day, in which he carefully reviews tbe 
financial 
and industrial situation nod < 


draws some conclusions as to the future. 
Among the things he said waa tbe fol- 
lowing: 


If it be said tbiit wages are being re- 


duced, it may also be said that the ma- 
jority of these reductions have been 
about 10 per cent; and, as wages have 
been nnnanally high and the majority of 
the neeeaaariee of life nnpreoedeotedly 
low, each a moderate reduction as this 
cannot iL&ict real hardship upon tbe 
laboring classes. At most of it will only 
deprive them of a few of tbe luxuries 
and pleasures which can be beneficially 
dispensed with 


The redaction ot wages is what every 


protectionist in the late campaign warned 
the laboring classu against, in case of 
Democratic snocees Not only dU the 
Espublioan 
newspapers 
warn them, 


bit those mannfaetareie who employ 
labor and who believe that well-paid 
labor among skilled workmen gives 
more liberty and independence, and con- 
sequently makes them more useful and 
effective, warned them also. 
Bet" many 


refused to heed the warning, but, on the 
contrary, listened to tbe sophistries and 
falsehoods of free traders and wilfully 
voted against what they regarded as the 
interest ot their employer, with the 
foolish notion that he could force him 
under a Democratic administration to 
pay better wages.

Mr. Olews says ttint wages has been

Under pro- 
tection wages are always unusually high, 
bat the free-traders say this is counter- 
balanced in the laborers' expenses, be- 
came the neoeasunoB of life are unusually 
high. Mr. Olews, however, says that 
when wages were unusually high the 
necessaries ot life were unusually low, 
end Mr. Olewo concludes from this that 
the reduction in wages will not work any 
real hardship on tne laboring olassaa, as 
almost, it will only deprive them of a 
few luxuries and pleasures. Mr. dews 
forgets that when a reduction of ten per 
oent in wages can be made all along the 
line, there must be more workmen than 
work, tliat there must be hosts of idle 
men in danger ol want; and it follows 
that thousands upon thousands of work- 
men who ware employed when wages 
wen unusually high are now aaonfknng 
mom than tbe luxuries of lite. They are 
•Mrifiaing employment, and that sacri- 
fice means luxuries and all. 


It labor were, 0r could possibly b», as 


folly employed as it was when wages 
were nnnnuly high, it could endure the 
10 per oent reduction and forego some 
luxuries and pleasures without working 
hardship, but bear in mind • reduction 
of wagas and the full employment of 
labor cannot go together.

HOW TO MAKE A SCRAP-BOOK. 


Some Details Wlilcli Should be Carernlly 


Observed. 


A scrap-book should not be composed 


of miscellaneous material, but confined 
to some special purpose. Let the col- 
lector decide rigidly whether pictures 
or printed texts are to be collected. In' 
pictures the collector should confine 
himself to a definite subject, whether 
'portraits, historical landscapes, or some 
brancli of natural history. A book of 
famous authors may be collected from 
publishers' catalogues alone. In almost 
every city or county a volume of local 
scenery may be collected. The collec- 
tor should especially seek to save what 
is likely to bo lost. For a book in which 
to paste the cuttings almost any bound 
volume will do, especially If its pages 
show a wide margin, and the print can' 
be readily covered by two widths of 
ordinary newspaper clippings. The 
margin may be used for notes, includ- 
ing dates and a few explanatory mem- 
oranda. The clippings should be kept 
for a week or so before they are pasted 
down, because a second judgment may 
rule them out. It is quite safe to ad- 
vise collectors that no cutting will do 
unless it bids fair to be fresh and in- 
telligible a year after it has been hon- 
ored with a place in the scrap-book. If 
the pages become too thick for the 
covor, cut out two or three leaves after 
each page filled with the clippings. 
When there is the ^lightest possibility 
that a, scrap-book may be used for pub- 
lishing purposes, or that any of its 
entries may be cut out for other uses, 
cover one page only. But on the page 
nsed the clippings should be packed 
closoly toffcthcr. If possible, each clip- 
ping should retain the "rule" which 
marks the end of a printed paragraph 
or poem. The column lines need not 
be retained. In fact, it ia best to cut 
newspapers always along these lines. 
Ragged edges, of course, should be 
avoided, and the mucilag-e with which 
the clippings are pasted down should 
be used sparingly, lest it ooze through 
the paper or exude from under the 
edg-es. Flour paste is better than mu- 
cilage, and what Is known as photog- 
rapher's paste is excellent.—Literary 
World.

The state board ot equalisation com- 


pleted its work at Springfield yesterday. 
The increase in Cook county over the 
returns is »1&%102. The total amassment 
as equalized tor Cook county to 9 
666,124. The figures tor Haooa county, 
all deductions, are as follows: On per- 
sonal property, 19 per cent; on lands, 18 
per cent, on lots, 18 per cent. 


The board assessed 101 railroad oom- 


paniee, representing a mileage rf 8,493 
miles, and an aggregate •ssesement of 
879,681,788. 


The board nBBefsed 241 corporations 


other than railroads. Last year the num- 
ber WBB 884. This marked decrease is 
due mainly to the fact that the test legis- 
latura passed a law which took the assess- 
ment of coal mining companies and state 
banks organized under the general law 
snd special charters out ot the hands ot 
the eqnalization board and made them 
assessable by the local assessors. The 
total capital stock reported this year is 
$92,724,600. Last year it waa «120,680,-

The tangible corporate property as- 


sessed by local essessois amounted to

The Slaughter House Case—Court 


Orders. 


Speaker Ciiep laid before tbe house 


Tuesday a communication from Secretuy 
Smith, replying to n house resolution re- 
questing information aa to the number of 
invalid pensions granted during tbe year 
ending Sept. 1,1893, the number of claims 
rejected, and the number suspended. 
The information submitted is compiled 
by Commissioner Loohren, and shows 
that the number of invalid pensions 
granted during the period was 55,244, ot 
which 46,057 were under the act of 1890, 
and 9,187 under the general law. The 
number of like claims rejected during 
this period was 56J02; 48,343 of them 
being under the act of June, 1890, 
and 8,859 being nrder the general 
law. 
The average mon.nly award daring 
this period was, under tbe act of WM, 
(9.43; and under the general law, $7.17. 
Tbe number of claims ot the class sus- 
pended during the same time was 12,- 
371, ot which 10,782 wera under tbe act 
of 1890, and 1,589 under tbe genera! 
law. 
Those under the general law were 
suspended during the whole period, and 
those under the act of 1890 were sus- 
pended in the months of May, June, 
July and August, 1893. In conclusion, 
Mr. Loohren saya it ia proper to add 
that pursuant to the act of March 1, 
1893, the pensions ot 3,856 persona who 
are residing outside of the jurisdiction 
of the United States have been sus- 
pended einoe the 1st of July, 1893. Of 
the 10,782 oases snapeniVrf under the 
act ot June 27, 1890, pa> aiont has been 
resumed in 6,072 oases, to Oct. 7,1893.

Striking Bnelish Coal Mfnare R«tarninsT 
to Work. 


LONDON, Oct. 11.—Eight firms own- 


ing coal pits in the Bolton distr'u-t, and 
others owners in various pluei's re- 
opened 
their 
colleries 
yesterday. 


Other pits were reopened to-day. Tho 
miners in these pits all go back to work 
at the rate of wages paid before tho 
strike. The demand for coal is very 
heavy. The pits now working1 find it 
impossible to fill their orders, even 
with double shifts of miners at work. 


The owners of the Pooloy Hall col- 


liery, at Tamworth, agreed to open 
the pit yesterday if the mon would ac- 
cept a reduction of 5 per cent, in their 
wages. Nearly all of them who do not 
'belong to the Miners' federation signi- 
fied their willingness to return t<» 
work on these terms, and yesterday 
morning the colliery was opened. As 
the men were on their way to work, 
they were surrounded by members ol 
the federation*tr1iot bjr the use of argu- 
ments, persuaded tho (Beater nnmbex 
of the nonunionists to return to their 
homes. 


The Federation of Coal Rfiae Owners 


at a meeting in Derby yesterday da< 
cided that it was impossible for the 
masters to acquiesce in the proposition 
adopted at Monday's conference o( 
mayors that work be resumed at the 
old wages and that an endeavor bo 
made afterward to settle tho dispute. 


Resolutions were adopted declaring 


that the owners, while holding that 
trade warrants a reduction of 25 par 
cent, are desirous of terminating th« 
distress and removing the deadlock in 
trade, and are willing to reopen tho 
pits on the luthinst at tho prcf.'nt re- 
duction of 15 per cent.; to reinstate tho 
men as far as possible and to meet del- 
egates of the miners at the earliest 
date with a view to establish a tribunal 
of conciliation, empowered to deal with 
future wage questions. The owners 
also adopted a rote of thanks to tho 
mayors, in deference to whom, they say, 
they make this concession to tho men.
